Cleveland, O., April 26.— Haunt­ 
ing fears of workless days no long­ 
er face members of the Cleveland 
Garment Workers union employed 
by the Cleveland 
Ladies 
Garment 
Manufacturers. 
Tinder the terms 
of an arbitral award, just made pub­ 
lic each regular employee is guar­ 
anteed a minimum of forty weeks 
work each year. 
The award was at once accepted 
by the garment manufacturers and 
its acceptance by the garment work­ 
ers union at a meeting next Tues­ 
day night by the 
garment makers 
union is predicted by union Leaders. 
It becomes effective next Monday, 
when th e the present scale expires, 
but all employes are to remain at 
work until the union has acted. 
The principle is entirely without 
precedent ‘in any industry in the 
United States but garment manu­ 
facturers here and their organized 
employees have formed the habit of 
making precedents. - 
Another feature of tho award is a 
provision 
that 
regular 
employes 
shall during period of unemploy­ 
ment, receive two thirds of their 
weekly wage and be granted one 
weeks vacation on full 
pay 
each 
year. 
Efficiency 
Established 
Heretofore, in other agreements 
reached between employers and the 
union the principal of “efficiency’’ 
usually fought bitterly by labor un­ 
ions, has been accepted and the gar­ 
ment workers have adopted plans 
for increasing their product sugges­ 
ted by efficiency experts 
With the award goes a reduction 
in pay to the wage scale 
of 
July 
1919, the new rates meaning reduc­ 
tions in the pay envelopes of from 
9 1-2 to 13 1-2 percent 
Under the provisions of the award 
the business of garment manufact­ 
uring which is a seasonal occupa­ 
tion, is divided into two periods of 
six months each, and twenty weeks 
employment is guaranteed to work­ 
ers in each six month period. 
In order to assure the payment of 
the sums assured to non employed 
workers the m anufacturers are re­ 
quired to establish a fund out of 
which the sum guaranteed shall be 
paid. 
As an incentive to m anu­ 
facturers to furnish 
regular 
em­ 
ployment it is provided that 
any 
money remaining in the fund shall 
be returned to the firm at the end 
of the season.

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GERMANY AGREES TO “FIX UP” PART OF HER DEVASTA­ 
TIONS IN FRANCE. 


Germany deliberately destroyed the industrial region of France 
in order to put France out of the running as an industrial com­ 
petitor. No other explanation accounts for such systematic de­ 
struction as that of the Lens coal mines, for example. 
Now Germany has sent a note to the British Government 
reiterating her complete willingness to undertake the reconstruc­ 
tion of devastated France, as follows: 
“Germany is absolutely persuaded that St is unavoidably 
necessary, for the purpose of restoring economic peace through­ 
out the world, that the territories devastated through the war 
should be reconstructed and restored. 
Until this is done there 
will be danger that feelings of hate will continue to exist among 
the nations concerned. 
“Germany therefore declares herself once more to be entirely 
willing to co-operate in this reconstruction with all the means 
and strength at her disposal, and to take into account in regard 
thereto, in every individual case, each wish of the Power con­ 
cerned as far as is possible.” 
The note proceeds to enumerate in great detail the possibili­ 
ties of reconstruction. 
First, for Germany to take over specified localities, either 
as a State undertaking or by directing the work of a national 
colonizing and settlement associations; 
Second. 
To ndertake the work of clearing, 
afforestation, 
building and repairing brickworks and works for the production 
of chalk, plaster, cement and other necessaries and the delivery 
of the necessary machinery and the building materials from 
Germany; 
Third. 
To arrange that all such machinery and materials 
shall emanate from Germany; 
Fourth. To start immediately plans to build at least 25,000 
wooden houses in the devastated districts before the cold season 
begins. 
. 
Other clauses of the note specify the execution of deep and 
Shallow excavating pf all.kinds, according to the plans and under 
the control of the French authorities, or otherwise according to 
the wishes of the Allied Governments. 
The note is signed by Dr. Wafter Simons, the German Foreign ! 
Minister. It requests the Allied Governments to initiate at the 
earliest possible moment the necessary discussions of details.

PROMISES. 


The world hangs together on promises. 
Civilization as we 
know ii is made possible thh>ugh mutual trust. 
Our business system is based upon the inviolateness pf con­ 
tracts. 
That is the reason why our recent epidemic of contract can­ 
celing was so disturbing to our business morale. When men cease 
to keep their aggi^ettients, the faith and stability of civilization 
is shaken. A treaty between natiohs is nothing mote than a con­ 
tract. A million of men htfVe died to main tain the idea that a 
treaty is miore than merely ‘’a scrap of piper.” 
The man who breaks contracts, faith to pay notes when dhe, 
ignores his debts, does more thati simtply to commit a wrong 
against the other party to the agreement. He attacks the funda­ 
mental system which guides human relations. 
The text of a contract is not so important as the intent of 
the contracting parties. 
The britannica says: 
“The obligation
